Reality 
lesson for 
students

Mock crash 
demonstration at 
high schools hits 
home

Sometimes it takes a graph¬ 
ic and brutal scene to get the 
message across to high school 
students about the impor¬ 
tance of being safe on the 
road. 

On Wednesday, the Fort 
Erie Fire Department, the 
Niagara Regional Police (NEP) 
and Niagara Emergency 
Medical Services combined 
forces for their annual mock 
crash demonstration. 

For 16 years, the realistic 
depiction of a fatal car wreck 
has taken place at Ridgeway- 
Crystal Beach High School but 
this year, Fort Erie Secondary 
School (FESS) students were 
also subjected to the educa¬ 
tional and dramatic event. 

In previous years, the dem¬ 
onstration focused on the 
dangers of impaired driving 
but this time around the main 
theme involved the potential 
consequences of being dis¬ 
tracted by cell phones and 
other electronic devices while 
behind the wheel.

Staff Sergeant for the 
NRP's district no. 5 Dave 
Hunter, said with the chang¬ 
ing times, young motorists' 
safety being compromised 
by the use of these devices 
while driving has grown as 
an issue that should be 
addressed by authorities 
and first responders. 

"With today's technology, 
this is becoming more of a 
common thing," said 

He said conveying this 
message through a graphic 
and realistic performance 
using "shock and awe" is the 
best way to get the students 
to pay attention. 

"They need to be aware of 
what the implications can 
be," he said. 

Brent Gorie is a drama 
student at FESS who played 
the role of one of the pas¬ 
sengers in a car that struck 
someone riding a bicycle, 
because the driver was dis¬ 
tracted by their cell phone. 

"There is nothing you 
could be doing in a car that 
should come before driv¬ 
ing," said Gorie after the 
performance wrapped up 
on Wednesday. 

"Nothing you could be 
texting your friends about is 
as important as your safety," 


he added. 

Makayla Sahs-Bandy 
played the friend of the vic¬ 
tim who was struck on a 
bicycle and agreed that the 
message conveyed in the 
mock crash is something 
her peers at school should 
take seriously. 

"In two seconds, anything 
can happen," she said. 

Fort Erie fire chief Larry 
Coplen said during the 
demonstration, he often 
keeps his eyes on the crowd 
that spectates behind the 
yellow caution tape. 

When so many students 
together in a large crowd, 
he knows the message is 
getting through when so 
many stand quietly or even 
show signs of becoming 
emotionally moved by the 

"It's interesting when you 
see 100 students and there 
isn't a peep coming from 
them," said Coplen. 

Although there might be 
students who may not admit 
that the performance had 
any impact on them, Coplen 
said it's great knowing that 
most of them get it and learn 

"If it hits home to one per¬ 
son, then we've done our 
job," said Coplen.

Arson suspected in Ridgeway

An early morning fire in 
Ridgeway on Sunday is 
being investigated as 

"It's very suspicious," 
said Fort Erie fire chief 
Larry Coplen. 

Crews were called to the 
same location last 


November on Prospect 
Point Rd. for a blaze that 
was determined to be 
caused by an electrical 
malfunction. 

The house has sat board- 
ed-up and vacant since 
then, but when the Niagara 
Regional Police were first 
to arrive on scene at about 
2:55 a.m. it was already 
completely devastated and 


engulfed in flames. 

"The house was already 
on the ground," said Coplen 
on Monday. 

Damage is estimated at 
$150,000. 

Also impacted by the fire 
was the house next door, 
thatsufferedabout$100,000 
in damage. 

The neighbouring fire 
entered the house through 


an eavestrough and caused 
enough harm that it will 
need major renovations to 
the roof and most of the 

"The whole attic has been 
burned," said Coplen.

Health minister doesn't understand physiotherapy, says reader 


Dear Editor, 

I am writing with 
respect to the April 18th 
announcement by 
Ontario Health Minister 
Deb Matthews wherein 
she unveiled her gov¬ 
ernment’s plans to 
“invest” $156 million to 
“improve access” for 
“more seniors” to 
receive physiotherapy. 

In her remarks and 
accompanying news 
release, Matthews leaves 
out that physiotherapy 


is to be delisted from 
OHIP coverage effec¬ 
tive August 1st, 2013. In 
fact, according to gov¬ 
ernment websites, 
Ontario regulation 552 
has already been amend¬ 
ed—with no public con¬ 
sultation whatsoever. 

The Minister also left 
out the part about how 
under the current sys¬ 
tem, seniors in long 
term care homes can 
receive up to 100 treat¬ 
ments per year, and 150 
in exceptional cases. 
This has been in effect 


since 2005—the last 
time the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment tried, and 
failed, to delist physio¬ 
therapy. In her more 
recent announcement, 
Matthews makes no 
such service level com¬ 
mitment. Even more 
disturbing is her prom¬ 
ise that there will be 
“more” physiotherapy 
available in clinics. By 
committing $44.5 mil¬ 
lion to treat 150,000 
seniors, the government 
has allocated a paltry 
$300 per person, or 12 


treatments at a funded 
rate of $25 per treat- 

Currently, seniors can 
receive up to 50, or up 
to 100 treatments, 
depending on their con¬ 
dition. 

To say that more 
people will get some 
degree of physiotherapy 
may technically be true; 
to suggest that any per¬ 
son will receive more 
just isn’t true. They will 
receive less. 

Finally, the most glar¬ 
ing omission in the 


Minister’s announce¬ 
ment is any reference 
whatsoever to how the 
$156 million stacks up 
against the current 
funding levels. The 
current OHIP provid¬ 
ers, the Designated 
Physiotherapy Clinics 
Association, has been 
advised that the total 
expenditure for the fis¬ 
cal year ended March 
2012 was $172 million, 
and that for the fiscal 
year ended March 2013, 
it was some $200 mil¬ 
lion. Obviously, the 


Minister left these 
details out of her 
announcement for polit¬ 
ical reasons—her $156 
million announcement 
is a de facto cut to exist¬ 
ing funding. 

Despite the clever 
messaging, the numbers 
just don’t support the 
Minister’s claims that 
this is an increase.

That post garnered comments 
from people on social media, most¬ 
ly pessimistic in nature, some 
pleading with speedway officials to 
not give up on the $400 million 
project. 

It's been almost nine weeks since 
an appeal by the environmental 
group Preservation of Agricultural 
Lands Society was made after the 
OMB originally decided in favour 
of the speedway late last year. 

Fort Erie Mayor Doug Martin 
said he's "absolutely livid" the case 
is still open and a decision has not 
been made by the independent 
administrative tribunal responsi¬ 
ble for hearing appeals and decid¬ 
ing on municipal land-use plan¬ 
ning issues. 

"As far as promoting Ontario and 
developing Ontario, to wait this 
long for a decision is unaccept¬ 
able,” Martin said, adding he's 
worried about Mohammad's board 
meeting in Kuwait. "We were hop¬ 
ing to have a groundbreaking cer¬ 


emony sometime in May, but May 
is gone. They are going to lose the 
entire construction season if they 
don't get an answer soon.” 

Martin said he has written to the 
OMB expressing concern over the 
amount of time it has taken to 
reach a decision for an appeal he 
feels should have been dealt with 
more quickly. 

"This one here was an appeal 
based on errors in law and it 
appears there wasn't an error in 
law," he said. 

The town's economic develop¬ 
ment manager Jim Thibert said he 
received a letter May 2 from a plan¬ 
ner at the OMB saying a decision is 
"not in the final stages of being 
issued" and that a board member 
was dealing with a month-long 
mediation in Halton. 

Thibert said the appeal process 
has cost speedway officials an 
additional $194,000. 

"They never intended to stretch 
this project out this far," he said. 

Mohammad said he would com¬ 
ment on the meeting in Kuwait 
May 27.

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Tourism seen as Niagara's backbone, say industry officials

They say there are two 
seasons in Canada: win¬ 
ter and construction. 

Niagara’s version of 
that saying may differ 
slightly. Just sub out con¬ 
struction for tourism. 

Revenue at Niagara 
Falls hotels has remained 
steady since 2007, when 
earnings reached an all- 
time high of more than 
$400 million, according 
to the yearly Smith Travel 
Research reports. The 
American-based compa¬ 
ny tracks supply-and- 
demand data for the 
hotel industry in North 
America. 

In 2012, revenue was at 
$370 million, a jump 
from 1999 when it was 
$256 million. 

"The city is now a pret¬ 
ty sophisticated place 
with an eclectic mix of 
specific products and 
brands,” said Doug Birell, 
president of Canadian 
Niagara Hotels, which 
owns nine major hotels 
in the Fallsview tourist 
area. “Twenty years ago 
if you would have told 
me it would be as slick as 
it is today, I wouldn’t 
believe you. We host 
people from all over the 
world right here in 
Niagara and it’s our job 
to keep up with the 
worldwide trends.” 

A study by Ontario’s 
Ministry of Tourism, 


Culture and Sport 
showed that in 2010 
there were 10.1 million 
visits to Niagara, 
accounting for 10% of 
Ontario's total tourism. 

Niagara was the third- 
most visited region in 
the province. Only the 
Greater Toronto Area 
and southwestern 
Ontario had more visi- 

Of that, 60% of visitors 
were from Ontario and 
7% came from overseas. 

Hotel occupancy rates 
during tourist season — 
typically May to August 
— have remained steady 
since 2009, despite a 
steep drop in 2003 that 
Toni Williams, director 
for Niagara Falls Tourism, 
attributed to the SARS 
outbreak. 

June’s occupancy rate 
typically hovers around 
76% while August reach¬ 
es the low 90% range.

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Decoration Day ceremony planned for June 2 in Ridgeway 


On Sunday June 2, sol¬ 
diers from the Queen’s 
Own Rifles (QOR) of 
Toronto and the Royal 
Hamilton Light Infantry 
(RHLI), also known as 
"The Rileys”—will return 
to the site where their 
regiments fought 
Canada’s first modern 
battle against an invad¬ 
ing Irish-American 
Fenian insurgent army in 
the Battle of Ridgeway, 
near Fort Erie, June 2, 
1866. 

A Decoration Day cer¬ 
emony on the historic 
battlefield will commem¬ 
orate the "Ridgeway 
Nine" - the first nine of 
over 115,000 Canadian 
soldiers killed in combat 
starting from the 1866- 
1870 Fenian Raids in 
Canada through to the 
North West Rebellion, 
the South African War 


(Boer War), the First and 
Second World Wars, the 
Korean War and the 
recent deployments in 
Afghanistan. 

The nine militia volun¬ 
teers from the QOR killed 
in the Battle of Ridgeway 
are Canada’s first mod¬ 
ern military casualties: 
the militia regiment in 
which they served has 
remained in continuous 
service in the current 
military since its found¬ 
ing in 1860, years before 
the Ridgeway Battle and 
even before Canada 
Confederation in 1867. 

The RHLI which also 
fought in the battle cele¬ 
brated their 150th anni¬ 
versary in 2012. Soldiers 
from these regiments 
have served in almost 
every conflict Canada 
engaged in over the last 
150 years, including

The QOR and RHLI are 
Canada's oldest fighting 
infantry regiments in 
continuous service since 
their founding. 

The very first Canadian 
to fall was Ensign (2nd 
Lieutenant) Malcolm 
McEachren, a thirty-five 
year old Toronto store 
clerk, a Sunday school 
teacher and a volunteer 
officer leading QOR 
Company 5. 

The father of five chil¬ 
dren was shot during the 
opening moments of the 
battle and died twenty 
minutes later in the wood 
cabin that today stands 
at the Ridgeway 
Battlefield National 
Historical Site (moved 
there from its original 
location on Ridge Road 
in 1976.) 

Eight more soldiers 
were killed that morning, 
including three young 
riflemen from QOR’s 
University of Toronto vol¬ 
unteer rifle company, 
college kids who were 
suddenly called out to 
defend Canada in the 
middle of their final 
exams, never to return to 


In 1890 Ridgeway vet¬ 
erans forgotten and 
ignored by the Ottawa 
since the 1866 battle, 
organized as an act of 
protest Canada’s first 
‘remembrance day’ on 
the June 2 anniversary of 
the Battle of Ridgeway. 

The event became 
known as "Decoration 
Day" and afterwards was 
held annually in the 
spring or summer from 
1891 until 1930 in many 
parts of Canada, usually 
on the weekend closest 
to the June 2 anniversary 
of Ridgeway. 

Decoration Day even¬ 
tually commemorated 
Canadian servicemen 
killed in the North West 
Rebellion 1885, the South 
African War (Boer War) 
1899-1902 and the Great 
War 1914-1918, long 
before there was a 
November 11 armistice 
ending the war in 1918. 

Decoration Day was 
traditionally marked by 
the laying of fresh flow¬ 
ers and bouquets at war 
graves and monuments 
in the spirit of rebirth 
and renewal.

Held in warm sunny 
days of spring, Decoration 
Day was more a tender 
than solemn act of memo¬ 
rial, an affirmation of 
hope in the better future 
defended by Canadian 
soldiers with their lives; 
a bond of remembrance 
between the grateful and 
the dead in a promise 
that it was not in vain. 

Until 1930 Decoration 
Day ceremonies hon¬ 
oured all Canadian sol¬ 
diers killed in combat in 
the defence of Canada, at 
home and overseas, but 
in 1931 Ottawa moved 
the popular June memo¬ 
rial day to the cold 
gloomy austerity of 
November 11 Armistice 
Day and officially named 
it “Remembrance Day." 
Ottawa restricted 
Remembrance Day to 
only those soldiers killed 
overseas beginning from 
the South African War 
(Boer War), so as not to 
offend our American 
neighbours and new 
allies by commemorat¬ 
ing the deaths of 
Canadians killed fighting 
invasions from across the 
United States border. 

With the stroke of a pen 
in 1931, the memory of 
Canada's first casualties 
from the Fenian Raids 
(1866-1870) and the 
North West Rebellion 
(1885) previously com¬ 
memorated were now 
forgotten, challenging to 
this day our promise to 
all of Canada’s military 


servicemen and service- 
women that “We will 
remember them.” The 
Ridgeway Nine, along 
with 21 other Canadian 
soldiers who later died of 
their wounds or from dis¬ 
ease while on duty dur¬ 
ing the Fenian Raids are 
not enlisted in our 
National Books of 
Remembrance in Ottawa, 
and on Remembrance 
Day they are not remem¬ 
bered, no wreaths are 
laid to their memory and 
no prayers are said for 

On Sunday, June 2, 
11:00 a.m., members of 
the Queen’s Own Rifles 
Association of Canada 
and the Royal Hamilton 
Light Infantry 13th 
Battalion Ceremonial 
Guard will gather for a 
brief service at the 
Ridgeway Battlefield 
National Historical Site 
on 3405 Garrison Road 
(Highway 3) in Ridgeway, 
near Fort Erie, Ontario, 
to commemorate and 
honour the memory of 
Canada forgotten 
“Ridgeway Nine.” 

The public is invited to 
bring flowers and bou¬ 
quets to lay at the 
Ridgeway Battlefield 
Cairn and on the battle¬ 
field itself. After the ser¬ 
vice, Ridgeway Battle his¬ 
torian Peter Vronsky will 
take members of the regi¬ 
ments and the public on 
a guided walking tour of 
the battlefield perimeter.

around our casinos,” said 
Craitor. “Nobody in Toronto 
wanted a casino except the 
mayor and some of his peo¬ 
ple. It was always about 
money for them, it was never 
about development for 
Toronto. 

“I’m relieved. It would 
have dramatically affected 
Niagara Falls, no doubt. This 
is great news.” 

Toronto Mayor Rob 
Ford, along with a number 
of his allies, blamed the 
casino issue’s failure on 
Premier Kathleen Wynne 
and her Liberal govern- 

Ford, who left city hall 
without responding to 
allegations continuing to 
swirl around him that he's 
on video smoking what 
appears to be crack 
cocaine, was unhappy 
with the province’s deci¬ 
sion to give Toronto about 
half — $53.7 million — of 
what he thought his city 
should get each year for 
hosting a casino. 

Coun. Mike Layton said 
the vote shows councillors 
recognize residents don’t 
favour a casino in 
Toronto. 

Tuesday’s vote ends 
more than a yearlong 
debate about a casino in 
that city. 

Wynne accepted Toronto 
council’s decision. 

"As the premier, I have 
said consistently since 
I’ve been in this office that 
the decision for casinos to 
be placed or not placed in 
a municipality lies with 
the municipalities,” she 
said. 

She said Ontario Lottery 
and Gaming's moderniza¬ 
tion plan is still on track 
— with or without the 
Toronto casino or OLG 
chairman Paul Godfrey, 
who was fired by the prov¬ 
ince Thursday.

While he’s pleased with 
Toronto’s vote, he will 
keep a watchful eye on 
the 29 gaming zones OLG 
created. These zones are 
in different areas of the 
province, where private 
operators would bid and 
build casinos in willing 
municipalities. 

"(What happened in 
Toronto) doesn’t elimi¬ 
nate the threat of 
increased competition 
from the (Greater Toronto 
Area). There will more 
than likely end up being 
a casino in one of the 
neigbouring (cities),” 
said Diodati, mentioning 
Markham, Vaughan and 


Mississauga as possibili- 

OLG would oversee and 
regulate the industry. 

"Don’t get me wrong. 
I’m happy, but it’s cau¬ 
tious optimism.” 

Diodati said while a 
Toronto casino would 
have likely marketed 
more to an international 
audience, a casino in a 
nearby lower profile com¬ 
munity would likely mar¬ 
ket more domestically, 
which is Niagara Falls’ 
bread and butter. 

"To think that we won’t 
have competition is 
naive. There will be com¬ 
petition, we’re just not 
sure where and to what 
degree. We can’t let our 
guard down."
